The large increase tn the cost of the Sanitary 
Depattment calls for soms spectal explanation. 
It has been found that the present staf’ of 
Inspectors ta not snffictent to provide for the 
Inspection of the Chincse houses with the fre- 
qaency and regularity which are necessary. Tho 
Santtaty Board bas accordingly recommended, 
and the Secretary of State has sanctioned, the 
appolotment of two more Inspsctors of nulsances, 
with the necessary additional (nterpreters and 
foremen of street cleansers. The salaries for, 
these new appolotments, with, vations atipnlated 
Increments in the pay af other officers, and the 
salary of 3 temporary clerk who was appolnted 
dn Aptil. 1895, and whose salary does not appear 
in the 1896. Estimates, ac:ounts for the {ncrease 
to personal emoluments, while the increase 
onder "other charges" Is principally due to the 
bigher bgares atwhich the scavenging contracts 
are lat. 

\ THE POST OFFICE. 

The Increase under the heading "' Post Office” 
ia due entirely to estimated Increase 1o transit 
charges, or the sum which this Colony has to

THE CONDITION OF THE COLONY. 

T will now make = fow remark: spon the 
general condiifon of the Colony, financially and 
otherwise. es 

The total estimated revenue for 1896 was 
$1,288,366. Ol thls som $2,120,680 bed been 
collected ap to the ead of October, and the total 
yevence will probably be about $2,495,000, 
while the total expenditure chargeable to revenue 
will be abou! $2,445,000, leaving « sarplas of 
Revenue over Expenditure of some $50,000, The 
increase in receipts over the amount which was 
estimated {s principally dae to premia on Land 

which have ylelded already over $250,000 
zalnst an estimated total for the whole year 
of $70,093, There are also noticeable Increases 
{n the recelpts up to the 3rat October, under the 
headiogs “ Light Does,” “ Licences and Internal 
Revenue not otherwise specified,” and “ Post 
Office,” over'the estimated recelpts up to that 
date, The principal ftems ‘of unforeseen 
expenditare, which were not provided for ta 
the Estimates for 1896, are $20,000 for a new 
floating englae for the Fire Brigade, and nearly 
$70,000 for expenses tncurred'{n connection wit! 
the repression of the plague. Turning sow to. 
the question of the health and sanitation of the 
Colony, the present year will be 2 memorable 
one owing to the unfortonate recattence of the 
disease known xs buboolc plague, which was so 
disastrous Inx894. The outbreak commenced 
early intte year, the disease at Ita worst 
stage. in April and May, and not finally 
stamped out ont till the end of September, © The 
total number of cases brought ‘to notica was 
1,204, of which. 1,097 ended fatally, The 
Europeans aitacked numbered 15, of whom 7, 
including two ‘soldiers and one {nspector of 
nuleances, succumbed to the disease. Sister 
Catherine, one of the two sisters: who were 
engaged io nursing at the” Plague Hospital, was 
also attacked by the disease, but fortunately 
recovered, The largest number of fresh cases 
{n one week was 300, from the 341d to goth May, 
aid the greatest nomber of deaths was 87, for 
the week ending oth May, ‘Daring the whole of 
this parlod the Sanitary Board and itr staff, ably 
assisted by members of the Police and of the 

Garrison, whose services were kindly lent, and 
all those connected with the work of suppressing 
the plague were anilelng in thelr efforts, and they 
deserve great ‘credit for thelr zeal and energy. 
Tt is perhaps too much to. hope thatthe discase 
will not again viclt this Colony, and we must, I 
fear, be prepared for {ts re-avpearance fn wplte 
of every effort ta prevent 1%, It {asatistactory to 
tecord that though many of the wealthler 
Chinese cent thelr wives and familles to the 
matniand, thera was no general exodus of the 
populalion such as occurred In 1894, and 
builness proceeded much as tisual, Dr, Yersin

Wh cegard to the constitution of the Sanitary 
Noard I regect that Iam net yctin possession of 
the Secretary of State's fioal decision, which, 
however, I hope torecetve shortly: Ai regards 
Pablic Works, the extenaton of the Wongnel- 
chong Recreatlon Ground has been undertaken 
and is progressing, The prcject Inclades the 
widening and tmproving of the roads and an ad- 
dition to the RecreatlonGrownd of about 7} 
actcs, The extenslon of the Grol-has been pro- 
ceeded with and accommodation has been pro- 
vided within the Gaol compound for a prison for 
fernales, instead of the unsuitable house in 
Wyndham Street hitherto rented. for that por- 
pose. The provision of an adequate ‘supply of 
water to the City of Victorla has recelved my 
carefol attention, and’ projects have been pre- 
pared for an ultimate supply of 4,000.c00 gallons 
‘a day thronghout the yrar, The present state 
of the water supply and particulars of the pro- 
posed extenalons have been dealt with fn an able 
sad elaborate report by the Director of Pablic 
Bb ie Sileh ae alseady been lald before 
you (Sessional Paper 19/1896),, That report 
has been refered. to Mr, Cher cae ia 
concurs In the proposals contatned therein, The 
Secretary of State has communicated to me his 
approval of the scheme, and contracts have been 
catered Into, with the approval of this Council, 
for the commencement of the works, The water: 
works lor Kowloon have also betn completed, 
and aconstant supply fs now available ‘over the 
southern portion of that pentnacla, The new 
system of algnalling the approach af vessels has 
been completed in accordance with the recom 
‘mendations of the Cammittee appointed In 1893.

time last year have notbeen fulfilled, As to the 
Prays Reclamation Works, though ‘difficulties

rence of the plague, and the measures taken: to 
Bravent overcrowding, together with the rise in 
house rents resulting from: those measures, 
caused a large number of Chinese, as I have al- 
ready said, to send thelr women and childron 
ont of the Colony,’ The attendance at schools 
by Chiuese children, and more particularly girls’ 
achools, decreased considerably; the decrease 
amoantlag fo probably 30 per cent, of their 
Normal attendance, The altendance at, five 
Chinese schools ceased entirely and the schools 
had to be closed, but as three new schools 
have been opened In places unaffected by plague 
and {ts consequences, the total number of 
schools under the Education Dapartment fs rig.as 
compared with 123 in 1895. The above un- 
satisfactory experlences have been’ confined 
almost entirely ta schools attended by the poorer 
claises of tho native population,’ The other 
schools, especially those attended by non-Chineso 
children, have for the most part retalued their 
normal attendance, Effarts: are being made to 
Increase the number of schools offerlng English 
teaching to natives, but only one school of this 
description could be opened during the present 
H » Sleps bave bean taken, however, to’ 
Improve the teaching of English at Queen's 
College, and {n order to allow moro time for that 
purpose, the ly Chinese branch of that 
establishment has been entlrely abollsbed.

; "CONCLUSION, 

From the foregoing remarks, gentlemen, you 
will gather that on the whole the condition of the 
Colony, socially, politically, and fisancially, is 
very-satisfactery. We have had daring the term 
of my Goverament two visitations of plague. 
We have had ‘strikes, several typhoons, and.on 
one occasion a vast and unparalleled exodus of 
people, but’ Hongkong has held its own with 
wonder(al vitality, Govesnmedt bas not harassed 
the community with unnecessary or vexatlous 
legislation. The !aw has been enforced whenever 
it was necessary, bat the. communky, speaking 
generally, ts‘ bapplly a law-abiding one. The 
revonue has increased and Is Increasing with the 
growth of population, and the only drawback to 
awider and more extonslvo oatlook fs the limited 
arca of the Colony Itself, : ; 

In conclasion, gentlemen, you will belleve me 
when I say that xs long as I remein bere—and 
for how much longer that may be I cannot tell 
—I shall continue to co-ogerate with you ia any 
measures having for thelr object the public good, 
I pray that your deltberatious onder the bless.

SUPERANNUATION ‘IN TRE 
_ CUSTOMS SERVICE. 


——¢— . 

Since the Iate war with Japan, the Castoma 
Service has become, In a greater degree than 
before, an institation whose welfsre and good 
management are matters of [oternational import. 
avce, Being, as it ls, the. only sound secutlty 
for recent and past loans, the only negotiable 
asset thot China has been able to place against 
her heavy Itabliities, its position has become 
thereby more secured and, at the same timo, 
more open to criticlam by all Interested parties. 
Especially, therefore, does it behove England to 
see that the countels and control of thetService 
ibe wisely ordered and effectively carried out ; 
for not only does England represent a large 
percentage of China’s creditors, but, on account 
of her preponderating infisence {n trado, it fs 
evidently her duty to obtain for those interests 
the leading volce and gulding hand In the Ser. 
vice’s adminiatration, That this was the view of 
English statesmen was evident {n the late loan 
negoilations ; as evident, In fact, as the eager- 
ness displayed by the Franco-Ruslan alliance 
to cust British interests from thelr present posl« 
tlon, It-will not be well, however, if Kogland 
rests content with bawling averted the dangers 
which threatened at that fanctare; ft remaloe 
for ber to ensure sich an administration at the 
Forelgn Inspectorate, both'now and hereafter, 
shall disarm the hostlle critlclam of other bond- 
holders, That there has been room for such 
criticism at various times, and especially during 
the (ate war, few will deny, © 

The Service ts a parely Internatlonal Institu- 
tion, and in its administration Hes the difficult 
task of serving many masters, . Bot recent 
events have greatly affected its position in one 
revpect, viz, that whereas heretofore {is revenue 
was mortaged to a comparatively small extent, 
there ts now, practically speaking, a lien on the 
whole security; and this Ion Is not ikely to be 
xemoved so long as the Chinese system of 
government remains what it {s. This state 
of affatra naturally affects ‘the respective 
posltlons of the mortagees, the’ Chloese Governe 
ment, and the Inspectorate-General, arid would 
now jostify an interference, fn contro! which 
formerly would have been {mpassible. For this 
reason it behoves England, as the moat interested 
party, to alm at placing tho Administration upon 
the soundest, most prosoerous, and most perma- 
nent footing possible, Io saying thls we do not 
mean to detract one lota from the high praise 
due to the present Inapector-General, nor to 
ertticise for one moment his wonderfal capacity 
for organisation and effective control. Tho 
service, as it Is, {sof bls making; and {t stands 
forth perhaps the most wonderfal monument to 
the genius and labour ofone man which the 
century has produced. It will require tho larger 
perspective of poaterlly todo fall justice to the 
Ufe-work of Sir Robert- Hart, let the presen! day 
honour him as {t may.’ But he—none better—Iis 
aware that In tha administration of bis Service
